Five men standing out for acquittal, 


while seven urged a verdict of guilty 
of murder In the iflrst degree tells the 
story of the disagrement of the Tha.w 
jury. The .'first .ballot stood eight to 
lour, but In the course of the long 
consideration of the case, one of the 
jurymen who at 'first 'favored convic- 
tion was won over by the advocates of 
acquittal.

. The report o! the jury was made at 
twenty-five minutes ipast four on Fri- 
day afternoon and the tired men v,-ho 
had been seeking to reach an agree- 
ment for forty-seven hours were dis- 
missed.

Secretary Straus Does Away with 


Cause of Friction, 


Keceutly there was a little notice 


issued by the secretary of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor announc- 
ing that the head tax on foreign diplo- 
matic officers coming to America had 
been removed. It did not mean much 
to the average man who read it, few 
residents o£ this country 
knowing 


that there was such a tax or realizing 
what a long-standing source of an- 
noyance it has been to foreign diplo- 
mats. As a matter of fact, however, 
there is such a tax on all aliens enter- 
ing this country, ami while it is only 
two dollars, a>.id is included in the 
price of the steamer passage, it is si.il! 
regarded as an affront by foreign dip- 
lomatic officers, putting them on the 
same plane with alee.-age passengers, 
when they are theorctie;-.lly the guests 
of this government and people, to bo 
treated 
olh'cially with marked 
con- 


sideration. 


Secretary Straus having 
been in 


the diplomatic service himself, knew 
hoxv this trilling impost was rcgarde:!, 
and his action in removing it is im- 
portant as removing a decided and 
useless cause of friction. 
It may be 


said also that most of tho steamship 
companies manage to make a, trifle 
out oC the general tax on the side, it 
being only two dollars, but always be- 
ing charged as ?2.50 additional on 
the ticket. 
This extra 50 cents, of 


course, the steamship company pock- 
ets. 
It does not claim that all of tho 


tax is paid to the government, but ap- 
parently grabs the extra halt' dollar 
merely because it can, and there i'j 
seldom any row over it, because the 
amount is too small for most passen- 
gers to raise a kick over.

The Rochester team had the last 


word in rebuttal, but'it did not disturb
